An order promulgated on 
December 4 denies to publishers the 
privilege of sending copies to subscrib- 
ers as such after a specified term fol- 
lowing the expiration of the subscrip- 
tion. Hereafter publishers of weekly 
newiqiapers can not carry subscribers 
in arrears for more than one year, 
semi-weekly more than nine months, 
tri-weeklies longer than six months, and 
dailies longer than three months. For 
each violation the publisher will be fined 
one cent for each four ounces. Since 
the average newspaper weighs four 
ounces or 1 less, each paper sent to a 
subscriber in arrears for a longer peri- 
od than indicated will cost the publish- 
er one cent fine. Our subscribers will 
see now that we are compelled* to do 
something of a cash business and they 
will please govern themselves accord- 
ingly.

POLITICAL. 

W. F. Neikirk. of Springfield, was 
appointed Fire Marshal. 

Lewis B. Thomas, five times Mayor 
of Bloomington, III., and a prominent 
Republican, is dead. 

Justice John M. Harlan says he is 
out of politics for good, and will re- 
main on the Supreme bench. 

Gov. Hughes’ boom for the {.residen- 
cy was launched in New York at a 
Hughes’ dollar dinner given by the re- 
publicans of the 29th Assembly District. 

Gov. Willson will not have a private 
office in the new capitol, preferring to 
have his desk in a corner of the gener- 
al reception room, where he will be ac- 
cessible to all callers. 

Republicans of the Seventh Indiana 
district at a meeting in Indianapolis 
adopted resolutions strongly indorsing 
the candidacy of Vice President Charles 
W. Fairbanks for the presidential 
nomination. 

Representative W. J. Jackson, of 
Fulton and Hickman counties, draws 
$1051 mileage. He resides six miles 
from MillXPoint, in Hickman county, 
and has a long distance to travel to get 
to Frankfort. 

Gov. Willsonjhas refused to approve 
the appointment of D. W. Clark, of 
Barbourville, as State Labor Inspector, 
made by Commissioner of Agriculture 
M. F. Rankin. Thomas D. Davis, of 
Maysville, will get the place, which 
pays $1,200. 

Senator Clay introduced a bill author- 
izing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
issue on the credit of the United States 
$350,000,000 of noninterest-bearing 
notes in addition to the United States 
notes in circulation in such form as may 
be deemed expedient. 

No member of the lower house of the 
State Legislature will be unseated, it is 
said, and the Representatives have 
practically decided to allow both Re- 
publicans and Democrats against whom 
contests have been instituted to hold on 
throughout the session. 

Signor A. Scalvini, a representative 
of the Italian government, is in Frank- 
fort to confer with Gov. Willson on the 
tobacco situation. He has been inspect- 
ing his government’s properties in dif- 
ferent parts of the State and will de- 
mand protection from the Governor. 

Stanley Mil ward has declined the ap- 
pointment as Fire Marshal and it is 
reported will be named by Gov. Will- 
son as a member of the State Board of 
Control of Charitable Institutions. W. 
H. Neikirk, of W'ashington county, is 
said to have been offered the fire mar- 1 
shalship by Auditor James and to have 
accepted. 



C. M. Barnett declined to arcept the 
1 appointment as Fire Marshal and also 
resigned the presidency of the Amer- 
ican Society of Equity. Mr. Barnett 
said he realized the insurance com- 
panies were opposed to his appoint- 
ment, and as he did not desire to em- 
barrass the administration he thought 

t best to refuse the place promised 
him. 

The Senate at Frankfort adopted a 
resolution providing for the appoint- 
ment of afjoint committee to thorough- 
ly investigate the tobacco situation in 
Kentucky. The committee is given 
power to summon witnesses and em- 
ploy legel counsel. It will also be ir- 
structed to inquire into the feasibility 
causing convict and reform school labor 
in thefmanufacture of tobacco. 

President Roosevelt is said to have 
predicted to callers at the White House 
that Secretary Taft would be nominat- 
ed for the presidency on the first bal- 
lot. The president is quoted as saying 
that Secretary Taft would have in the 
convention a solid South, a solid West 
and probably a solid New England; that 
he would have many votes from the 
Eastern States and probably n majority 
of the New York delegation. 

CHURCH MATTERS. 

Eld. Joseph Ballou will preach at the 
Christian church Sunday morning. 

The cornerstone of the new $65,000 
Methodist church was laid at Lexing- 
ton Sunday.
